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(54) MANUFACTURE OF SOLID ELECTROLYTIC CAPACITOR 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To prevent failure like leak current at the time of testing solder heat resistance, by 
executing heat treatment at a temperature higher than or equal to the melting point of solder 
after resin sheathing. 

CONSTITUTION: After a capacitor element is coated with sheath resin, heat treatment is 
executed at a temperature higher than or equal to the melting point of solder. When the element 
is heated after it is coated with the resin sheath, leak current increases. However, when the 
element is heated at a temperature lower than or equal to the above heating temperature in the 
later process, the current scarcely increases and is stabilized. Hence the heat treatment is 
executed at a temperature higher than or equal to the melting point of solder, and off- 
specification products are previously eliminated. Thereby the generation of leak current failure 
at the time of testing solder heat resistance can be prevented. 
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
